A thens sta te hospital tw o weeks ago, 
according to a report of an investiga­ 
tion of th e accident filed yoaterday 
vrith the state board of adminiefcra 
to n by Dr. E. F M cCampbell, seero 
tary of the Ohio sta te board of health. 
T his is the first tim e It has been 
definitely established th at death lurks 
in the farm silo in the form of this 
deadly gas, according to th e report 
A chem ical analysis of the gas by 
W illiaui L. E vans, professor Of chem 
ifctry in th e Ohio S tate university, re 
vealed the presence ot carbonic acid 
gas in an am ount equal to alm ost four 
tim es 
enough 
to 
produce 
instant 
death. 
Though Dr M cCam pbell and others 
made an exhaustive search of litera 
ture dealing w ith silos, they wero un 
able to find any reports of auffooa 
tion from carbonic acid gas. 
T h en 
were reports, how ever, of death 
s'ios which w ere attrib u ted 
f.illure and apoplexy. 
T h e s e , he believes, may have been 
caused by suffocation 
by 
car bon I 
acid gas. had an exam ination been 
m a d e as w as conducted a t the Vthen 
state hospital. 
According to agricultural bulletini 
carbonic a d d gas Is 
developed 
In 
silos by the death of th e plant cells 
It is held to bo necessary to preserve 
th e green ensilage and 
prevent it 
from moulding and decay. 
Autopsies on tw o of th e victim s of 
the silo accident show ed that death 
has been caused by asphyxiation.

A ccording to th e provisions of tile 
now law, it is m ade com pulsury to at 
the title to ail lands sold by order of 
the court shall be exam ined and regis­ 
tered by the reg ister of land titles, 
while all o th ers ow ning or contem plat­ 
ing ow ning property, m ay take ad­ 
vantage of the law and have the titl • 
to th e sam e registered. 
Although the 
law becam e effective in July this is 
the first < ase to be instituted in th is 
county for the reason that there is • 
test cose now- pending in the suprem e 
court, tak en up front Cayuhoga coun­ 
ty, which w as brought for the pn •- 
pose of determ ining the validity of 
the law, and the attorneys have bee a 
holding back u n til the court’s 
de­ 
cision is rendered. 
As soon as the 
case is determ ined and the law 
de­ 
clared valid, attorneys sta te that the 
eourts w ill be flooded w ith petitions 
asking for land registration. 
The pe­ 
titions m ay be filed either in 
the 
com m on pleag or the probate court.
